THE FUTURE OF THE WORLD AT STAKE — 


Stevenson And The H-Bomb 
In his television broadcast to the nation on the 
H-bomb, Adlai Stevenson made sharp the distinction 
between his approach to an enduring, safe p eace,1 
and mat of the hisenhower Administration. 
The distinction is between Stevenson s unwilling­ 
ness to accept defeat in the search for a w ay to tame 
the H bomb, and the Administration’s unwillingness 
to consider or discuss new ideas in this all-important 
field. 


The key to Mr. Stevenson's attitude is contained 
in this paragraph: 
This is one matter on which the defeatist view 
that nothing can be done must be rejected. I say that 
something can be done, that the deadlock can be 
broken, that the world can make a new beginning 
toward peace.” 
Toward this end, 
Mr. Stevenson 
proposes to 
make it 
the first order of business,’’ if elected Presi­ 
dent, to seek an agreement with the other atomic 
powers on banning large H-bomb tests, "by confer­ 
ence or by consultation— at whatever*level— in w h at­ 
ever place— the circumstances might suggest would 
be most fruitful.” 
Clearly, Mr. Stevenson intends not only to make 
this “ the first order of business,” but he also intends 
to give it his personal attention as Chief Executive. 
Clearly, too, he did not rule out the possibiliy of a 
conference at the highest level — a summit confer­ 
ence of the heads of the three atomic powers, the 
United States, Great Britain and Russia — in an ef­ 
fort to reach an agreement on the banning of future 
hydrogen-bomb tests. 
The heightened possibility of such an agreement 
is emphasized by the fact that since Mr. Stevenson 
made his first test-ban proposal last April, both Rus­ 
sia and Great Britain "have declared their willingness 
to join us 
in halting future tests, as Mr. Stevenson 
pointed out in his broadcast. 
In contrast to Mr. Stevenson's willingness to con­ 
fess 
at whatever level, at whatever place'" necessary 
is President Eisenhower's flat assertion that he has 
said his "last word 
on this subject which affects the 
very future of mankind. As Mr, Stevenson said, “ This 
is one subject on which there cannot be, there must 
not be, any last word.” 
Mr. Stevenson s views were given authoritative 
reinforcement by two Senators who hold key posi­ 
tions in the U. S. atomic and military security fields, 
and who participated in the broadcast with Steven­ 
son. Senator Clinton Anderson of N ew Mexico is the 
Chairman of the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy, which by law is entitled to all of the 
information on atomic energy that is available to the 
President himself. Senator Anderson gave eloquent 
testimony both as to the necessity of halting H-bomb 
tests as soon as agreement can be reached to do so, 
and as to the safety of such an agreement from the 
point of view of U. S. security. 
Senator Stuart Symington of Missouri, former 
Air Force Secretary and more recently chairman of a 
special Senate Subcommittee that held extensive hear­ 
ings on U. S. airpower, is well qualified to point out 
that it has been the Eisenhower Administration that 
has endangered U. S. security with its deep cuts in 
the Air Force and Army budgets, despite the persis­ 
tent efforts of Democrats in Congress to maintain 
proper defense forces. 
As Adlai Stevenson said, “ W e cannot brush the 
hydrogen bomb under the rug." 
By his proposal to make a fresh assault on the 
barriers to world disarmament and world peace, he 
has given America the opportunity to "put the world 
on a new path to peace.”

Morris S. Schwartz, state Selec­ 
tive Service director, who report­ 
ed that draft registration was lag­ 
ging during the sum m er, said re­ 
gistration has picked up again.' 


“ With the trend we now have 
in registration,” 
Col. 
Schwartz 
said, “ we will finish 1956 
with 
more registrations than in 
1955. 
This is what available statistics 
would lead us to expect.” 


Federal law requires all males 
to register with the draft board; 
in their areas on their 18th birth­ 
day, or within five days there­ 
after. If they are not at home, 
they are required to go to the 
nearest board. 


Col 
Srhwartz oointed out that 
the young man away from home 
should give his home address to 
the draft board clerk where he 
registers if he wants his registra­ 
tion to be under the jurisdiction j 
of his local board at home.

A man who fails to register as 
required, upon prosecution and 
conviction, is subject to fine up 
to $10,000, or five years in prison, 
or both.

Abraham Lincoln.

them selves,” and he was in favor 
of that philosophy of government. 


I want you to know that I’m 
in favor of it too, but the trouble 
is not

governm ent

on 
it. 
They’ve left me 
and 
Abraham 
Lincoln high and dry. 


For example, take 
writing 
a 
check, I don’t know why it is, but 
the government is a whole lot bet­ 
ter at writing checks than I am ; 
that is, if you take the long-range 
view of writing a check and in­ 
clude getting it cashed. I 
don’t 
mean to say 
the 
government 
doesn’t write a lot of checks. My 
complaint is not enough of them 
ar*1 addressed to me 
Or, take plowing. T hat’s som e­ 
thing I never have been able to 
do well for myself, although up 
to now the government has ignor­ 
ed Lincoln and left the job to me, 
as the shape my farm is in will 
demonstrate. 
Other things I ca n ’t do very well 
are build a fence, patch a roof, 
clean out a well, butcher a hog, 
hoe a garden, mow the lawn, etc. 
As far as I’m concerned, 
to 
take just one example, I think I 
can prove I can’t plow very well 
for myself, and while I don’t know 
that the government can do it any

In f a c t , the

of young animals. Certain blood 
sucking cattle lice may serve as 
vectors (transm itters) of several 
cattle diseases. 
All cattle and 
their 
quarters 
should be sprayed with a recom ­ 
mended 
insecticide, 
mixed 
ac­ 
cording to directions of the m anu­ 
facturer. If cold weather makes 
spray i n g 
impossible, 
dusting 
with a powdered chemical can be 
lone. 
Lice infestations are fairly easy 
to spot because the affected cat­ 
tle start rubbing and scratching.
